The stakes for the location of the 
car barns are all set and as soon as the 
plans are altered some, the bid s will be 
receiv ed for their constru ction. 
Mr. Charles Henry and his son, G. 
L. Henry , are in the city tod ay and 
hav e v iewed a nu mber of y oces of 
resid ence property , with a v iew to 
pu rchasing a home for the son who is 
to marry Miss Notterv ille, of And er­ 
son, and who will mov e to tliip city 
in tho nex t few weeks. 
Mr. G. L. Henry , who is to mov e 
here, is su perintend ent of the right of 
way and will ov ersee the work of con­ 
stru ction. 
He is a man of influ ence 
and ability and will be heartily wel­ 
comed as a citizen of Ru shv ille. 
Mr. Henry appeared before the Com­ 
missioners tod ay and presented a peti­ 
tion for a right of way throu gh the 
¡toor farm nex t to the C. H. & D. 
which was granted him at a price of 
$600 for the land . 
Mr. Henry seemed pleased with the 
progress being mad e and said that the 
recent high waters had not washed 
ou t the grad e as mu ch as he ex pected 
and wou ld not d elay them mu ch. 
When asked by a representativ e of 
the Repu blican as to whether the pro­ 
position of ru nning into Connersv ille 
had been d ecid ed , Mr. 
Henry said 
that it wou ld be d ecid ed in the nex t 
few d ay s and that he was in fav or of 
going to Connersv ille if ev ery thing 
cou ld be satisfactorily arranged , and 
he fu rther ex pressed an opinion that 
he thou glft it cou ld 1ml 
This renewing of activ ity by the in 
teru rban people is v ery gratify ing to 
the ]>eople of Ru shv ille who are w ait­ 
ing patiently for the first car to ap­ 
pear on ou r streets. 
The citizens of 
Ru sh v ille as a whole wou ld also w el­ 
come a positiv e assu rance and infor­ 
mation that the road was going to 
Connersv ille, as both cities will be 
greatly benefited by being connected 
in that maimer.

D. Megee, d istrict chairman, is to be 
reckoned with. 
There seemed to be an effort by the 
Hearstites to create so mu ch Hearst 
sentiment that John D. Megee cou ld 
not be heard , and that his protests 
wou ld cu t no figu re, bu t there’s some­ 
thing d oing now. 
John D. Megee was ou t of the city 
y esterd ay , and Stokes Jackson was 
away from his home in Greenfield , 
y esterd ay on “ bu siness,” in ex plana­ 
tion of which the Richmond Item 
say s: 
“ John D. Megee, of Ru shv ille, the 
Six th d istrict Democratic committee­ 
man, and Stokes Jackson, of Green­ 
field , Democratic chairman of H an­ 
cock cou nty , are in Richmond tod ay , 
booming Parker for Presid ent. 
“ They are well known politicians, 
and together with sev eral other lead ­ 
ing men of the party , are end eav oring 
to line u p the Six th d istrict for the 
New York cand id ate.

St. Petersbu rg. April 14.—While go­ 
ing ou t to meet the Japanese fleet off 
Port Arthu r the first-class Ru ssian 
battleship 
Petropav iov sk was 
su nk. 
One report say s she stru ck a mine in 
the ou ter road stead , keeled ov er, tu rn­ 
ed tu rtle and sank. 
Practically the 
whole of her crew, nu mbering abou t 
8 00 men, were lost Only fou r officers 
were sav ed , among them being Grand 
Du ke Cy ril. 
The Petropav iov sk was 
fly ing t~e flag of Vice Ad miral Maka­ 
roff. 
Grand Du ke Cy ril was only sav ed 
from d eath by a miracle. His brother, 
Grand Du ke Boris, witnesesd the cat­ 
astrophe throu gh a marine glass. 
It 
is officially annou nced that the Ru s­ 
sian 
v ice 
ad miral, 
Makaroff, 
was 
d rowned when the Petropav iov sk was 
d estroy ed . 
The mass of reports agree in three 
statesments—that Grand Du ke Cy ril, 
between whom and the throne there is 
only a single life, was wou nd ed ; that 
the Petropav iov sk was lost, and that 
Vice Ad miral Makaroff perished . 
The Petropav iov sk. which had twice 
prev iou sly been reported d amaged in 
Japanese attacks on Port Arthu r, was 
a first-class battleship of 10,960 tons 
d isplacement 
and 
14,213 
ind icated 
horsepower. 
The following official d ispatch has 
been receiv ed here from Rear Ad mir­ 
al Grigorov itch, the comamnd ant at 
Port Arthu r, ad d ressed to the emper­ 
or: 
“Port Arthu r, April 13.—The Petrop­ 
av iov sk stru ck a mine, which blew her 
u p, and she tu rned tu rtle. Ou r sq u ad ­ 
ron was u nd er Gold en Hill. 
The Jap­ 
anese 
sq u ad ron 
was 
approaching. 
Vice Ad miral Makaroff ev id ently was 
lost. 
Grand Du ke Cy ril was sav ed . 
He is slightly inju red . 
Captain Jak- 
ov leff was sav ed , thou gh sev erely in­ 
ju red . as were fiv e officers and thirty - 
two men, 
all more or leas Inju red . 
The enemy 's fleet has d isappeared . 
Rear Ad miral Prince Ou ktomsky has 
assu med command of the fleet." 


THE CZAR MOURNS 


De a th of His Fa v orite Admira l a Blow 


to Rus s ia 's Rule r. 
St. Petersbu rg, April 14.—The awfu l 
d isaster to the battleship Petropav ­ 
iov sk at Port Arthu r with the loss of 
almost her entire crew of ov er 600 
men and the d eath of Vice Ad miral 
Makaroff has been a terrific blow. 
It 
wou ld hav e fallen less heav ily If the 
ship and the command er-in-chief of the 
fleet had been lost in battle, bu t to be 
the resu lt of another accid ent follow­ 
ing on the heels of a su ccession of 
traged ies of which the Port Arthu r 
fleet has been the v ictim, has created 
something like consternation. 
"Rev erses we can end u re," said a 
prominent Ru ssian, "bu t to hav e the 
Petropav iov sk meet the fate of the 
Yensei and the Boy arin is heartbreak­ 
ing." 
Besid es, it has ju st become 
known that the battleship Poltav a sev ­ 
eral weeks ago had a hole rammed In 
her by the battleship Sev astopol while 
the latter was maneu v ering In the har­ 
bor of Port Arthu r. 
The d ay has been one of intense ex ­ 
citement in St. Petersbu rg 
The first 
Inkling of the catastrophe leaked ou t 
on the receipt of a telegram by Grand 
Du ke Vlad imir from his son, Grand 
Du ke Boris, annou ncing the loss of the 
Petropav iov sk and the wou nd ing of 
Grand Du ke Cy ril, who was first off! 
cer 
The Grand Du chess Vlad imir was 
almost frantic on the receipt of the 
telegram, being conv inced that the 
message was only a precu rser of v w se 
news, as it was signed by Grand Du ke 
Boris Instead of by the aid e to Grand 
Du ke 
Cy ril, 
Lieu tenant 
Von Ku be. 
Lieu tenant Von Ku be had gone d own 
with the ship. 
Confirmation of the 
dread news 
eeme two hou rs later in a messag e to 
tbe emperor from Rear Admiral Grig * 
orov itch, the co mmandant at Port Ar­ 
thur. 
A relig io us serv ice was imme­ 
diately held at Grand Duke Vladimir*» 


palace, In which thanks were returned 
to the Almighty for the sparing of the 
Uie of Grand Duke Cy ril, but the emr 
peror was so ov erwhelmed with grief 
at the d eath of Vice Ad miral Makaroff 
that neither he nor the empress at­ 
tend ed the serv ices. 
Instead the em­ 
peror sent a member of his personal 
staff to break the sad news to Vice 
Ad miral Makaroff’s wid ow, who is liv ­ 
ing In St. Petersbu rg. 
The ministry of marine was soon 
su rrou nd ed by thou sand s of persons 
eagerly asking for more d etails. 
In 
the crowd of inq u irers were the strick­ 
en relativ es of those who were on 
board the Petropav iov sk. 
What occu rred prior to the blowing 
u p of the flagship is only v agu ely 
known, ex cept that /Ice Ad miral Mak 
aroff, with his flag fly ing on the d oom­ 
ed v essel, sailed ou t to engage the 
enemy u ntil his reinforcements a p­ 
peared . 
It is thou ght possible that 
Vice Ad miral Togo planned an ambu s­ 
cad e by send ing in a small sq u ad ron 
in the hope of d rawing ou t the Ru ssian 
command er to the open and then cu t­ 
ting off his escape. 
It is learned that the location of six 
of the mines planted by th$ Yenesel 
were u nknown, the charts hav ing been 
lost when that v essel went d own. 
Probably it was one of these mines 
that the Petropav iov sk stru ck. 
Vice 
Ad miral Makaroff’s d eath is really a 
greater loss than wou ld be that of sev ­ 
eral battleships. He was the prid e of 
the nav y and enjoy ed the implicit con­ 
fid ence of his sov ereign as well as of 
the officers and men of the serv ice. 
Speaking of his d eath, officials here 
all remL.ked u pon the strange fatal­ 
ity that he shou ld lose his life on m 
heav ily armored battleship, to which 
he had a particu lar av ersion. 
Yester­ 
d ay morning for the first time he rais­ 
ed his flag on a battleship. 
Prev iou s­ 
ly he had gone ou t on board the cru is­ 
er Nov ik or the cru iser Askold . It was 
at the u rgent req u est of his friend s 
that he d id not risk his life in this 
fashion and transferred his flag to the 
Petropav iov sk. 
It is now an open se­ 
cret that Vice Ad miral Makaroff was 
not anx iou s to resign his command 
of Cronstad t to go to the far East, this 
necessitating his leav ing his wife and 
family , bu t the emperor held su ch a 
high opinion of him that he d eclined to 
consid er other cand id ates, althou gh it 
was pointed ou t that Hear Ad miral 
Rojestv ensky , chief of the general 
staff of the nav y , who haa Ju st been 
appointed 
to 
command 
the 
Baltio 
sq u ad ron, and who is now d estined to 
su cceed Makaroff, as well as others, 
were anx iou s to d istingu ish them­ 
selv es. 
The emperor in his su mmons to 
Vice Ad miral Makaroff,' said : 
"My 
choice has fallen u pon y ou and I will 
not take a refu sal," and so the ad ­ 
miral went to the far East. 
The em­ 
peror’s sorrow is d ou bly keen on this 
accou nt. 


Los s e s on the 
Ya lu. 
St. Petersbu rg, April 14.—An official 
d ispatch d ated April 12 say s: 
"Gen­ 
eral Kachtallnsky , command ing the 
Ru ssian forces at the Yalu riv er, re­ 
ports that on April 11, d u ring an en­ 
gagement of ou tposts, ou r losses were 
one officer, one su b-officer and two sol­ 
d iers killed and two sold iers wou nd ­ 
ed ." 


Subwa y 's Firs t Use. 
New York .April 14.—The first trip 
throu gh the new su bway in a regu la­ 
tion motor car with passengers was 
mad e y esterd ay afternoon from 135 th 
street to a point d own town. 
Au gu st 
Belmont and John B. McDonald , with 
abou t twenty other persons, all of 
whom had been d irectly interested in 
the bu ild ing of the su bway , were in 
the train wh6 n it left 135 th street, and 
v ariou s points along the rou te were in­ 
spected .

The latter is a very uncertain 
quantity at any stage, but it is said 
that W. R. McKeen is espousing Tay ­ 
lor's cause, which is taken to meau 
that Tay lor has the best chance to win 
there. Hanly declared today , however, 
that he is confident that he can win 
without the support of Vanderburg or 
Vigo counties. It was pointed out that 
they would be valuable to Tay lor if 
they came higher in the roll-call, but 
it is not denied that they are very po­ 
tent factors. 


Warren G. Say re left here last night 
for the Twelfth district. He said, with 
his well-known sarcasm, that he is 
not going to the Twelfth to make a 
fight against Judge Penfleld, the dis­ 
trict candidate, but merely to oppose 
Tay lor and Hanly . He was merely get­ 
ting back at Hanly , who stated that he 
did not open headquarters here to go 
after Tay lor's home delegation, but to 
keep even with the other candidates.

A TURRET GUN LET GO 


A m o ng Tho se Instantly K illed Were 
F iv e P ro m isin g Y o ung 
Nav al Officers. 


S h o ck in g D isaster O ccurs W hile the 
Men W ere E n gaged In T ar­ 
g et P ractice. 


Washington, April 14.—The most 
serious accident that has occurred in 
the American navy since the blowing 
up of the Maine in Havana harbor in 
1898, happened on the magnificent bat­ 
tleship Missouri while she was engag­ 
ed in target practice at a range about 
fifteen miles distant from the naval 
station 
at 
Pensacola. 
Twenty -four 
men and five officers were killed out­ 
right by an explosion of the 12-inch 
gon in the after turret, and two more 
men will probably die. 
News of the disaster was convey ed 
to the commandant at Pensacola by 
wireless telegraph from the Missouri 
and thence by him transmitted to 
Washington, while the big ship was 
creeping back to port with the dead 
ly ing on her deck. The account which 
reached Washington of the accident 
was contained in the following official 
dispatch: 
"Secretary Navy , Washington: Five 
officers and twenty -four men are dead. 
Two more cannot live—result of ex­ 
plosion on Missouri. 
Three rounds 
had been fired from after 12-inch gun 
and shell had been seated and two 
sections of powder rammed 
home 
when explosion occurred, killing every 
officer and man in the turret and all 
but three in the handling room. Com­ 
manding officer has informed relatives. 
Names of dead follow: 
W. C. David­ 
son, lieutenant (junior grade), E. A. 
Weichert, lieutenant of marines; J. 
V. P. Gridley , midshipman; W. E. 
T. Neumann and Thomas Ward, Jr.; 
J. K. Peterson, boatswains mate (first 
class; J. Bloxopalos, coxswain; W. J. 
Bogard, O. N. Bonder, E. R. H. Alison, 
seamen; C. H. Mey er, R. C. Tobin, J. 
W. Cole, C. Rice, C. J. Killen, J. Ge- 
dris, J. W. Kennedy , J. P. Starr. J. C. 
Nunn, C. H. M. Franks, ordinary sea­ 
men; H. S. Cherbarths, B. J. Milligan 
and J. M. Roach, landsmen; T. F. Row­ 
lands, electrician (second class); A. 
Smith, gunner’s mate (second class); 
T. E. Braun, chief gun captain; W. L. 
Shipman, private marine; J. C. Hardy 
and P. R. Castler, apprentices (second 
class). The two men who cannot live 
are J. T. J. Donnelly , ordinary seaman, 
and O. B. Moe, apprentice (second 
class).

The receipt of this message caused 
consternation at the department. Sec­ 
retary Moody convey ed it to the presi­ 
dent at the White House, and officers 
and clerKs at the department were 
soon engaged in making out dispatches 
to the relatives and friends of the offi­ 
cers who were killed, so that they 
might not have to receive their first 
news from the newspapers. Short bio­ 
graphical 
sketches 
were 
prepared, 
also. Nearly all the dead officers were 
in the flush of early y outh. 
Lieutenant Wm. C. Davidson is a 
native of Indiana and w^s appointed a 
midshipman from South Dakota Sept. 
28, 1891. 
His wife, Mrs. Juliet L. Da­ 
vidson, resides at J.003 
McCulloch 
street, Baltimore. 
Lieutenant Ernest 
A. Weichert (Junior grade) was at­ 
tached to the Cleveland, and it is as­ 
sumed at the navy department that he 
was aboard the Missouri at the time 
of the disaster as an umpire during 
target practice. 
He was a native of 
Connecticut. 
Lieutenant Gridley was 
a son of the late Captain Gridley , who 
commanded the flagship of Admiral 
Dewey ’s squadron when he sailed into 
Manila bay and fought the Spanish 
ships. He was a marine officer on the 
Missouri, appointed to the marine 
corps March 26, 1900, from Pennsy lva­ 
nia, his native state. 
Midshipman 
Thomas Ward Jr.. was a son of Gen. 
Thomas Ward, who recently retired 
from the active list in the adjutant 
general corps in the United States 
army . He was appointed to the naval 
acsdemy May 23, 1899, from New York, 
in which state be was born. 
Midship­ 
man Wm. W. T. Neumann entered the 
academy at Annapolis from California 
Sept. 
16. 
1899, and 
completed his 
course last y ear, when he began a 
two-y ears’ service at sea 
He was a I 
native of California. 
His mother is 
living at Honolulu. 
The Missouri is the very latest of 
the big battleships to go into commis­ 
sion. The flag was hoisted on her in 
December last at Norfolk by Captatn 
Cowles, brother in-law of President 
Roosevelt. 
She collided with the Illi­ 
nois off Pensacola a few weeks ago 
and has had very little firing with her 
big guns; In fact, the nine or ten 
rounds which had been fired from each 
big gun was in the course of official 
trials, and she is now going through 
her first regular target practice.

W ashington, April 14.—Under a spe­ 
cial rule the house devoted itself to 
consideration of a b ill amending the 
law relating to the Philippine Islands. 
The provision in the b ill in reference 
to the granting of railroad franchiser 
and the guaranteeing of 5 per cent on 
the cash capital actually invested in 
such railroads was opposed b y Mr. 
Jones of Virginia, who alleged that 
British and Belgian capitalists were 
ready to b uild the roads without such 
guarantee. 
Messrs. Cooper of W iscon­ 
sin and Crumpacker of Indiana, in urg 
ing the passage of the b ill, declared 
that it properly safeguarded the inter 
ests of the Philippines.

moved to the hospital, where death re­ 
lieved her. A petition is now circulat­ 
ing in Owensville protesting against 
the re-employment of Prof. Laslie for 
another year b y the trustees. 


LITIGATION IN T H E COURTS 


Church in Shelby County Torn by In­ 


ternal Strife. 
Shelb yville, Ind., April 14.—The fac­ 
tional fight b etween contending inter­ 
ests in the Little Blue River Christian 
church in Union township, which has 
b eeu engaging the attention of the cir­ 
cuit court for the last two weeks, is 
now waiting argum ent at some Indefi­ 
nite time in the future. Two years ago 
differences of religious b elief were 
aroused, one faction b eing disposed 
to accept the “Second Definite Work 
of Grace,“ while the other strenuous­ 
ly disagreed. 
The discussion finally 
crept into b usiness m atters, and the 
division widened until even the offi­ 
cers of the Central Indiana Christian 
conference were unab le to restore har­ 
mony, and suit was b rought for pos­ 
session of property, the majority hav­ 
ing tried to b ar the minority from 
using the church, which represents an 
investm ent of $ 400. 
The ex penses of 
litigation are far in ex cess of that 
amount, with the*end not yet in sight. 


Walter Brown Convicted. 
Indianapolis, April 14.—After eight 
hours of delib eration the jury in the 
W alter Brown b ank wrecking case re­ 
turned a verdict for conviction at 
8 
o’clock last night. 
Indicted under 67 
separate and distinct counts, the de­ 
fendant was charged with aiding and 
ab etting Justus L. Brodrick, president 
of the defunct Indiana National b ank 
of Elkhart in the misapplication of 
funds and the ab straction of notes b e­ 
longing to the b ank, and making false 
entries in its b ooks 
The jury acquit­ 
ted on the false entry counts, b ut 
found the accused guilty of the other 
charges. 
The imposing of sentence 
was deferred, pending a motion for a 
new trial. 


Will Take No More Chances. 
Flora. Ind., April 14.—Another at­ 
tempt has b een made b y some un­ 
known person to shoot Edward Stouse, 
town marshal. 
Stouse has now filed 
his 
resignation as 
marshal of the 
town. 
This is the third time during 
the past six mouths that Stouse has 
b een made the victim of a murderous 
attack under cover of darkness, and as 
the office of marshal pays only $ 13 per 
month, he concluded that the life 
was too strenuous for the compensa 
tion. 


Death in the Tunnel. 
Terre Haute, Ind., April 14.—Coro­ 
ner Tab or has made a finding that the 
death of Nicholas Dodson, traveling 
auditor of the Vandalia road, was in­ 
duced b y inhaling gases in the St. 
Louis trnnel, where his train was held 
an hour b y an accident. 
Dodson died 
sitting at his desk in his office in the 
railway station soon after the arrival 
of the train. 


Woman 9 hoots Into Crowd. 
Kokomo. Ind., April 14.—Cora Gray 
shot Frank Ab ney in the leg, and she 
has not b een arrested, and prooab ly 
will not b e. 
She says that Ab ney and 
several other young men were throw ­ 
ing stones at her house b ecause she 
would not admit them, and that in des­ 
peration she got a pistol and shot Into 
the crowd.

Are Ca reless Abo ut Mea sure­ 
ments, To o ls a nd Time. 
The chief faults of the Indian car­ 
penter are his 
neglect of accurate 
measurement, his carelessness with re­ 
gard to the efficiency of his tools and 
his lack of perception of the value of 
time as a factor in the ex ecution of 
work, He has also to b e taught to oc­ 
cupy his mind with the work in hand 
and as much as possib le to ex clude 
other sub jects. 
For ex ample, the making of a jack 
plane Involves tb e choice of the wood, 
considerations as to size, the angle of 
the b lade and its cutting edge, the 
wedge and its holding power, the han­ 
dle and finally the operation o' plan­ 
ing. All these operations are capab le 
of very simple ex planation, and this 
ex ercise provokes an emulation among 
students while ex ercising their reason­ 
ing powers. 
No Indian workman b uys 
a plane. He b uys the b lade and makes 
the rest, b ut he rarely makes it well. 
He b uys a saw b lade and makes the 
handle, and, generally speaking, he 
spends the smallest possib le sum on b is 
outfit in spite of the ex tra lab or the 
economy involves. He must therefore 
b e taught to make as many lab or sav­ 
ing tools as possib le and to make them 
well. He has to b e taught the use and 
repair of a grindstone and how to 
mount it in wood without metal fit­ 
tings. The hard, tough woods so com­ 
mon in India make this an emy m at­ 
ter. The Indian has yet to b e taught 
that grinding and whetting are two 
distinct operations, the first removing 
99.9 per cent of the metal and the sec­ 
ond producing the cutting edge in a 
few strokes. His saw is in such b ad 
order that lie cuts tenons, as a rule, 
with a mallet and chisel, and his igno 
ranee of gauges renders him unab le to 
make even 
twenty 
articles 
ex actly 
alike. He rarely knows w hat size of 
nail or screw to use on a given job . 
His screw is alw ays too small.—Cas- 
sier’s Magazine.
